ON CIVIL DEFENCE 


(By Mrs, H. Lynch-Staunton) 
ARTICLE XV 


Biological Warfare (2) 

A determined and resourceful en- 
emy might effectively use Biological 
| Warfare against this country, The 
Weapons could be any living agents 
Which cause death or disease to 
human beings, animals, or plants. 
The enemy might be trying to crip- 
ple production by making men too 
ill to work, or he might be trying 
to reduce our food supplies by 
hilling off livestock and food crops. 
Hiardship, overtaxing of medical 
facilities, and lowering of morale 
would follow, 

Biological attacks could be ef- 
fected by saboteurs operating either 
belore, or after, the outbreak of war, 
Specially trained secret agents in 
possession of spray guns loaded 
with germs might blow these into 
factory Ventilating systems; others 
might poison city water mains; or 
still others might spread rust in our 
fields or disease germs among our 
cattle and poultry, 

In addition to the dangers from 
sabotage, there is the possibility of 
direct attack, In this case enemy 
aircraft might spray our fields o1 
cities with toxic mixtures, or drop 
germ-laden bombs, 

All this may seem far-fetched, 
but it is a possibility which should 
| be guarded against, Protection may 
be found in household and personal 
| cleanliness; keeping healthy at all 
| times; co-operating with the health 
| authorities; reporting any unusual 
disease among humans, plants or 
animals; being vigilant against 
sabotage; and by taking shelter 
during attack,

The term “family” includes the 
father, mother, dependent children under 21 
years, and female domestic help residing with 
the contract holder. Persons coming to reside in 
the Hospital District from other parts of the Pro- 
vince may receive the same benefits upon the 
same terms provided they make application 
within three months after moving into the Dist- 
rict. The Board retains the right to refuse to 
accept any application hereunder, if, in its opin- 
ion, the application is made for the purpose of 
receiving immediate hospital treatment.

HOW TO STORE FERTILIZER 


In view of a possible shortage of 
certain fertilizers in 1952, many 
farmers will be placing their orders 
early so they won't be caught short 

|in the spring. Fertilizer obtained 

now is well-cured, dry and free-run- 
ning, and will remain so if properly 
stored. 

Store fertilizer in a dry, well-ven- 
tilated building. Keep windows and 
doors closed during damp weather 
and open when dry. Never pile wet 
or damaged bags with sound ones, 
| Bags must not rest on bare ground, 

concrete, metal or against the side 
of the building, but should be piled 
on skids at least four inches off the 
ground, The pile should not 
more than seven bags high. A space 
should be left between piles for cir.
